CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—Representatives 


of the locomotive firemen employed by 
the Chicago and Alton Railroad waited 
on Superintendent Barrett today and 
presented demands for an increased 
wage scale.

twice in two years and said he could 
not promise them ariy further advance 
at present. 


He assured them, however, that 


should the Wabash or any of the other 
competitors of the Chicago and Alton 
increase wages he would Immediately 
grant similar concessions. 


The committee said they would have 


to consult with Grand Master Hanna- 
han of the Brotherhood of L»ocom6tive 
Firemen before taking final action. 


It la believed that a settlement will 


be reached at future conference*. 


PHILADELPHIA. Jan. 12.— Brigadier- 


General Wilson again presided at today's

Anthracite Coal Strike 


Commission, Chairman- Gray still being 
confined to his home by illness. 


A. B. Culver o«f New York, controller 


of the Delaware and JHudson Railway, 
who was on the witness stand when the 
commission 
adjourned 
Saturday, 
was 


again called upon to testify. 
Mr. Culver 


said that the wage statements handed in 
on Saturday arc final and that the miners' 
representatives have agreed that they are 
a fair presentation of the case. 


General Wilson hoped that^ the repre- 


sentatives of the other companies would 
be able to arrive at some understanding 
with the miners in 
the presentation of 
statement* such as the Delaware and 
Hudson Company had done. 


Mr. Culver was cross-examined by C. 


S. Darrow for the miners. 


Forge H. Anderson, a clerk in the coal 


department of the Philadelphia and Head- 
ing Railroad Company, submitted a state- 
ment showing that 238S of the 12,358 em- 
ployes have be-en in the employ of the 
company from ten to sixty years. 
He 


told of the workings of the relief fund 
and said that since the strike the miners 
had lost 110 days at twenty-eight differ- 
ent collieries, thus reducing tho produc- 
tion of coal by the company 92,561 tons. 
In reply to a question 
by the 
miners' 


counsel, the witness said he got his in- 
formation about tho last time from the 
foreman of the mines! 
Mr, Dnrrow ask- 


ed the witness if the company raised the 
price of coal 50 cents after the strike 
ended and lie replied that it had, and that 
so far as he knew, the price was still 
maintained.

In answer to other questions, Mr. Cul- 


ver said the company was. Felling coal at 
tidewater at $5 a ton for prepared sizes. 
The company fells it to what he termed 
middlemen. 
He had no imformatinn as 


to what prices the middlemen were get- 
ting for coal, beyond what the newspapexs 
are publishing about fancy prices. 
The 


employes of the company are receiving 
their con I supply at a figure materially 
under that ut which the public guts it.

bten taken by the Mayor to provide a 
f*nd for the relief of the suffering among 
the destitute. 


The temperature, which was 6 below at 


midnight, began to moSerate soon after- 
wards and at 8 o'clock 2 below was reg- 
istered.

enrauch, horticulturist for . the Univer- 
sity of California, has returned from his 
visit to the Santa Clara Valley. 
While 


gone, Mr. Stubenrauch Investigated three 
things. 
The "pinch-back," a pest that 


stunts the. growth 
ot 
peaches, 
pears, 


plums and other fruit; the "split-pit" of 
the peach, and the "asparagus rust." Of 
these, the later is doing the most dam- 
age, and its investigation Is therefore the 
most important. 


The Investigation of the asparagus rust 


Is also of vital interest to the farmers of 
Alameda county. 
On the line between 


the counties. Santa Clara and Alameda, 
near Mllpitas, a 150-acrg field of aspara- 
gus was carefully studied. 
It was found 


that not a plant in the entire field was 
wholly free from the destructive fungus. 
Five hundred acres fn this vicinity were 
Infested with the 
same 
dread 
blight- 


Horticulturist 
Stubenrauch considers it 


the most wholesale Instance of plant In- 
fection that has ever come under his ob- 
servation. 


Owing to Its extreme Importance to the 


State, the Agricultural Department will 
take up the work with great 
interest. 


The complete life history of the disease 
will be studied. 
This means thai it will 


be 
particularly Investigated 
in 
three 


stages of the plant's growth. 
In 
the 


spring the young marketable shoots are 
attacked; in the summer the tops of the 
plants are affected; In the third stage the 
spores fall to the ground, generating and 
spreading the disease.. 
As the rust has 


never been systematically studied before, 
It Is possible that the staff at Berkeley 
may find some way 
of 
checking 
its 


growth. 


The Importance of a-complete and sci- 


entific investigation cannot be over-esti- 
mated. 
Asparagus ralelng has come to 


be one of the chief .farming Industries in 
Central California. 
Between 160,000 and 


$100,000 worth of asparagus was gent from 
the region In which Mr. Stubenrauch has 
been working to the Eastern 
canneries 


last season. 
For in the East the aspara- 


gus rust has so damaged the crops, that 
the canneries cannot be supplied. 
If, 


therefore, California can get rid of the 
disease, it will mean a saving of many 
thousands to the State. Some of the re- 
markable work dene by the Department 
of Berkeley In the past gives a reason- 
able ground for hoping that It will cope 
successfully with the last and 
difficult 


problem presented to it. 


The disease entered California from the 


East. 
The State Board of Horticulture 


enacfed drastic legislation to prevent its 
entrance into the State, but without suc- 
cess. The only salvation for the farmers 
of the State is to have the disease check- 
ed now that It is here. 


EMERYVILLE. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC TRACKS ARE 


BEING BRACED PREPARATORY 


TO EXCAVATING. 


EMERYVILLE, Jan 12.—The 'wort 


of construction on the subway that is 
being built by the San Francisco, OaJc- 
land and San Jose Railway Company 
under the Southern Pacific tracks at 
Emeryville is progressing rapidly and 
the engineers in charge say that the 
work will have been finished by the 
first of April. 


At present a gang of workmen are 


engaged in placing heavy timbers un- 
der the Southern Pacific tracks at the 
point where the excavations will be 
made for the subway. 
Five tracks 


will have to be braced so as to support 
the heavy trains that •will pass over 
them while the subway is being con- 
structed. 


A Pile driver has Just finished driv- 


ing timbers on the bay side of the 
Southern Pacific tracks along the line 
to be taken by the subway. When the 
work of excavating 
commences the 


dirt will be thrown on the outside of 
these timbers to prevent it from falling 
back Into the cavity again. 


To construct the subway the engi- 


neers estimate that one thousand piles 
and eight thousand cubic yards of con- 
crete will be used. 


Track rails that have been discarded 


by the Oakland Transit Company are 
being bent into a half-circle 
at 
the 


Judson Works at Emeryville to be 
placed a few feet apart on the floor of 
the subway and 
the space between 


filled with concrete.

The report of the Citizens' Commit- 


tee on Municipal Water Supply, which 
THE 
TRIBUNE alone published In 


lull, is a document that should be 
closely studied -..id carefully digested. 
The committee appears to have per- 
formed its task conscientiously, and 
with much diligent attention to the de- 
tail of the matter In hand. 
Neverthe- 


less, no injustice is done Its members 
by inquiring If the recommendations 
presented constitute the best present- 
ment on behalf of the city acquiring 
its own water supply. The project is 
ona of vital interest to the people of 
Oakland, and it in a matter in which a 
mistake would be costly and depress- 
ing. An attentive study of the report 
is -the 'inly way each citizen can ar- 
rive i : an unbiassed opinion of the 
•n-isdom of its recommendations. 


Starting from the premise that the 


municipality should own and control 
its own water 
supply, the material 


questions at Issue are availability and 
cost. As to the latter proposition, an

It is a 
subject that should be considered dis- 
passionately from

point of public policy. For considera- 
tion the subject may be divided into 
three heads: 


1. Is ground water of the kind to be 


had In this valley satisfactory as a 
permanent supply? 


2. Does the evidence presented (five 


sufficient assurance that

and permanence demanded by a city 
\vlth such a large and growing popula- 
tion as Oakland? 


3. Is the city in a financial condi- 


tion to warrant issuing bonds to defray 
the necessary cost? 


The last question hardly needs an 


answer. As the wisdom of municipal 
ownership is generally conceded, the 
matter to be really considered is em- 
braced in the first two interrogatories. 


BALLOT MACHINE BILLS. 


Several bills to legalize the use of 


voting machines will be introduced in 
the Legislature. 
Among them is one 


prepared by Senator Knowland of Al- 
ameda, an outline of which was pub- 
lished In THE TRIBUNE more than a 
•week ago. 


The press of the State has generally 


commended the idea of machine vot- 
ing, providing a device can be found 
that will enable the elector to indicate 
his •will in a manner that will preserve 
the secrecy of the ballot while guard- 
ing against fraud, mistakes and ma- 
nipulation of the count.

It Is not framed In the 
Interest of any particular machine, nor 


! floes It require the exclusive use of any

bill provides that a commission ap- 
pointed by the Governor shall subject 
all voting machines to exhaust.ve tests 
at the cost of their owners, and shall 
certify what patents have been found 
to work satisfactorily. Two or three 
different makes of machines may be 
found to work efficiently. The final se- 
lection of the particular type of ma- 
chine Is left to Boards of Supervisors

To legalize 
the 
proclamation and 


complete the work of emancipation it 
was necessary, therefore, to amend the 
Federal constitution, and this could not 
be done without a two-thirds major- 
ity in both houses of Congress. Also, 
no constitutional amendment could be 
adopted 
unless 
ratified 
by 
three- j 


fourths of the States of the .Union. 
Nevada and West Virginia were irreg- 
ularly admitted to make up the requi- 
site two-thirds majority in the Senate 
and to assist in making up the three- 
fourths majority of the States. 
The 


insurgent States were not allowed to 
take their places in the Union until 
they had adopted constitutions abol- 
ishing slavery and had consented to 
ratify the Thirteenth, Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments. 


The admission of Nevada and West 


Virginia was hastened by the fact that 
the State elections in 1363, following 
the Emancipation Proclamation, went 
heavily 
against the 
Administration. 


Even the local elections In the Presi- 
dent's own State, Illinois, went strong-' 
ly Democratic, while the riots and 
hanging of negroes in New York gave 
evidence of a dangerous reaction. 


So the "rotten borough" of Nevada 


is a monument to the abolition of 
slavery. In all probability the consti- 
tution 
would have 
been 
amended 


as it was had Nevada not been made 
a State, but there was a grave doubt 
on the point, and Mr. Lincoln's mo- 
tive In sanctioning an Irregular pro- 
ceeding was the highest and purest a 
man could entertain. 
West Virginia 


has grown into a prosperous and pop- 
ulous commonwealth that abundantly 
justifies its existence as a State, while 
Nevada remains as yet something of a 
problem.

the University of California in regard to 
the mooted Question of shortening 
the 


college course and lowering the age at 
which University-trained men may begin 
their life work is discussed by President. 
Benjamin Ide TV-heeler 
in 
his 
second 


biennial report just published. He holds 
tha-t to grant the bachelor's degree at the 
end of the sophomore year, as recently 
suggested, would bo a violence to the 
small colleges and a distinct loss to lib- 
eral education. lie opposes the shorten- 
ing of the college course to three years— 
"a New England tendency." To the ques- 
tion, "How may professional study be 
completed at iin earlier nge?" he answers 
that professional study may to n-dvantage 
overlap with undergraduate work. 


President Wheeler announces a thor- 


ough-going reorganization of the courses 
of study of the University of California, 
with the aim of telescoping the under- 
graduate and professional 
courses and 


yet of protecting the rights of those who 
do not expect to enter learned professions 
and who ought not tn be. robbed of a part 
of the established college course, nor yet 
forced to conform to patterns planned for 
professional education. An informal cer- 
tificate of Junior standing will be granted 
upon the completeion of the 
first 
two 


ye.irs of elementary work. Then, and not 
till then, may a student enter upon his 
advanced work. Two full years of resi- 
dence must follow the rece-ipt of this mid- 
course certificate. The work of these last 
two years will bo advanced, and In meth- 
ods, 
both of teaching and .study. It will 


be sharply differentiated from the two 


earlier years. 


The break at the end of the sophomon 
year furnishes the proper startlngr-poln' 
for the study of medicine or law or foi 
preparation for University work. Th« 
next two years will be devoted to sub- 
jects fundamental to professional study 
but which belong to the University as t 
whole rather than to 
the 
professional 


school, and then will follow, for profes- 
sional students, two or three year* oj 
strictly professional training. "It i« noi 
the 
sole 
purpose," 
says 
IPresiden; 


Wheeler, "nor even the prime purpose o: 
the college to produce learned men 01 
professional men."

JUDGE ELLSWORTHS VIEWS. 


In this connection the views of Judge 


Ellsworth of the Superior Court will be 
read with interest: 


' "Court House, Oakland, Jan. 9, 1903. 


"Hon. J. R. Knowland—Dear Sir: The 


developments made during the trial of* an 
election contest before me In the Super- 
ior Court of Alameda county for the of- 
fice of Sheriff of the county are such as 
ought, in my opinion, to be called to the 
attention of the Legislature, and to that 
end I address you. 


"As you are aware the Political code 


(Section 125) provides that no voter shall 
place any mark upon his ballot -liy which 
it may be afterward identified as the one 
voted by him. Of course, the purpose of 
this provlson Is to prex'ent buying votes 
and coercing voters, and to effectuate the 
Intent of the law the Supreme Court has 
construed it to mean what It says. 


VOTERS DISFRANCHISED. 


"The recount of the votes In the con- 


test above referred to has convinced me 
that ten voters are disfranchised by the 
operation of the present ballot law for 
every one that would be coerced or bribed 
If the provisions of the 
political code 


mentioned were not in existence. Indeed, 
that provision Is not effective. It is per- 
fectly easy under the law as it now is 
to Indentlfy a ballot without In any way 
violating the law. 


JUDGE'S TALLY. 


"I kept a tally, which is proximately 


correct, of eighty-six precincts out of 
ninety-three which were counted, of the 
number of votes rejected. These 
pre- 


cincts are situated In different parts of 
the county and Include sections where 
the most Intelligent and best educated 
people live, as well as sections where the 
less educated reside. 


BALLOTS REJECTED. 


"The tally shows that in those eighty- 


six precincts 2,618 ballots were rejected. 
Of these, 1,959, or about three-quarters, 
were so bad that they were rejected by 
consent of both parties. The remaining 
659 Wfre ruled out by the court upon ob- 
jection. A very large number in addition 
were objected to by one side or the other 
—probably more than 1,000—and the ob- 
jection overruled, many of the votes being 
of doubtful validity. 


BLOTS ON BALLOT. 


"A mistaken idea obtains that almost 


any sort of a blot or mark was held to 
invalidate a ballot. In point of fact, only 
one ballot was rejected on account of 
blotting. 


"The most common fault was the mak- 


ing of double crosses; yet thousands of 
ballots were counted which showed more 
than or.e impression of the stamp, the 
test being whether or not the second Im- 
pression was so distinct and clear as to 
be a distinguishing mark. Probably the 
next most common fault was the placing 
of a cross after words 'no nomination.' 


"These and many other things have 


been held by the Supreme Court to be 
distinguishing marks, which Invalidate 
the ballot. 


"While these marks might 
serve si 


Identifying marks, there can 
be little 


doubt that In almost every Instance they 
were Innocently made, and did not. In 
fact, serve as distinguishing marks. A 
ballot law that works such results as 
were shown In the contest referred to is 
a crime against the voter. 


"Doubtless, we need a voting machine 


and ought to have one, if an efficient and 
safe one can be found, but, In any event, 
a better ballot law can not be enacted 
too soon. You are at liberty to make 
such use of this letter as you see fit.
